Council defines 
duties for 
honorariums 


Town council took action at its regular meeting July 
14 to clarify when its elected officials can be reim¬ 
bursed over and above their monthly honorariums. 

Council also tightened the guidelines, processes and 
paperwork for remuneration. 

The action follows discussion and debate this spring 
and summer that addressed transparency, fairness, 
consistency and what councillors ought to do to 
fulfill the political responsibilities they were elected 
to perform. 

Council defined what are the formal and informal 
duties that can be included on monthly expense 
claims to receive hourly or daily rates of financial 
remuneration. 

Under the new rules, formal duties include activities 
that “council members undertake in an official 
capacity related to their governance function as 
council members including committee, board and 
commission meetings, professional development and 
meetings wit h external parties determined as formal 
by the mayor.” 

“Non-formal” duties include meetings with citizens, 
community celebrations, parades, informal meetings 
at the Town of Didsbury office, staff social functions, 
golf tournaments and other events “as determined by 
council.” 

The councillors receive a basic honorarium of 
$1,209 per month; the deputy mayor receives $1,575 
and the mayor, $2025 for their formal duties. 

The mayor is expected to work 40 hours per month 
on formal duties and may charge $37.50 per hour, or 
$220 for a day longer than four hours, for extra time. 

Councillors and the deputy mayor are compensated 
for non-formal duties at a rate of $37.50 per hour or 
$220 for a day longer than four hours. 

The mayor reviews and approves expense claims 
"for governance accountability" and the chief linancial 
officer reviews and approves “for administrative 
accountability.” 

The deputy mayor reviews the “governance 
accountability” of the mayor’s expense claims. 

Each member of council receives an allowance of 
$21 per month for personal Internet, and the mayor 
has a $100 allowance for cellphone usage.

New recycling bins rolling out in March 2016

Town officials are replacing the 
16-gallon blue tote boxes wit h 65-gallon 
roll-to-the-eurb bins in March 2016 
as part of a switch from manual to 
automated recycling 
The recycling schedule will change 
from weekly to biweekly (every other 
week). 


The municipality will provide the 
new bins. 

More details will be available and will 
be communicated once the town and 
the contractor, Can Pak Environmental, 
work out the details of the transition, 
said Christofer Atchison, the Town 
of Didsbury’s legislative services 
manager. 

The new rollout bin is similar to the 
black solid waste bins and the green 


organic bins presently in use. 

Didsbury made a waste management 
request for proposals on solid waste, 
organic and recycling services 
and received bids from Harvest 
Recycling, MLC Waste Systems and 
Environmental, Waste Management 
and Can Pak. 

Can Pak was the successful bidder in 
all three categories of service. 

Can Pak offered to continue to use 


the manual recycling system or provide 
the automatic service. 

“Moving to the automated recycling 
system brings approximately $40,000 in 
savings," said Atchison. 

“This means that in less than three 
years the municipality will be able 
to recoup the $123,500 needed to 
purchase the rollout carts for each 
household."

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Residents advised to be cautious of phone scams

RCMP officers are advising 
residents to be cautious of 
phone scams. 

There has been a series of 
phone scams occurring in the 
area where people call to ask 
for money or personal infor¬ 
mation. 

Didsbury RCMP officer 
Kimberley Pasloske said any 
time someone calls and asks 
for personal information it’s 
most likely a scam. 

“There is no reason that any 


banking institution or Revenue 
Canada would call to ask for 
your financial information," 
said Pasloske. 

She said a bank might call 
their customers to discuss 
banking information but they 
already have the customer’s 
personal information so they 
won’t ask for things like their 
name, birthdate or accounting 
information. 

“If they ask you to send them 
money, (it’s) clearly a fraud. 
Hang up and report," she said. 

Carstairs resident Anne 
Strilchuk was recently a victim 


of a phone sc am herself and 
immediately reported it to the 
RCMP. 

She said she knew it was a 
scam when she received a call 
from a person saying they were 
from Revenue Canada and that 
she owed them money. 

The number the person 
called from was 61.3-366-3334 
but it appears out of service 
when dialed. A businessman in 
Olds also got a similar call. 

Pasloske said phone scams 
are a problem across the coun¬ 
try and people are often calling 
from outside of Canada. 


“Phone scams are always 
a problem. Criminals even 
from overseas are calling in 
to attempt to do these phone 
scams,” she said. 

She doesn’t believe there is 
a targeted audience for phone 
scams, but there are some 
scams directed at seniors, like 
people pretending to be their 
grandchild saying they are 
stuck in a situation where they 
need money. 

“Although seniors aren’t tar¬ 
geted, seniors may not be as 
aware of the technology out 
there as the younger genera¬ 


tion does and therefore sen¬ 
iors do get victimized by that,” 
she said. 

She also said people are call¬ 
ing from numbers that appear 
to be local numbers but they 
are not. The number will have 
001 or Oil before the area 
code, making it more than a 
10-digit number. 

“People are thinking it’s a 
local number but it is not, it is 
from Pakistan or from some¬ 
where overseas,” she said. 

“So any number that has the 
Oil, unless you’ve got family 
overseas, do not answer.”
